OF THE stiangesl aspects of the proposed 
^''unification of the armed fojx*es has been the com* 
parative absence of Mr. Pearson from the dialogue 
that has taken place on this subject. Such few re¬ 
lated words he may have uttered have been innocu¬ 
ous and lacking in the positive character one expects 
fiom a prime minister when one of his ministers be¬ 
come* embroiled in controversy. 

A prime minister is the chief of the government 
team, and as such normally entere actively into discus¬ 
sion of policies that come under fire in living up to 
his role as the principal factor in all matters of gov¬ 
ernment policy. Even if the minister whose depart¬ 
ment is in questipn carries the ball the PM is in the 
final analysis the manager, and the ultimate i-espon- 
sibility rests on his shoulders.

government is moving to afford protection of this kind 
to innocent sufferers, and particularly to those who 
have the courage and the good citizenship to involve 
themselves in trying to save others from harm and m 
consequence are harmed themselves. 

But one facet of the bill that the attorney-general 
has revealed will not be so welcome. It will place the 
responsibility for cwnpensation on the municipalities, 
Mr. Btwiner says; the provincial government probably 
will not provide funds for the puipose. 

Opce more, apparently, the government has found 
a way to place an additional load on municipal tax¬ 
payers while taking the credit for progressive, 
“service-to-people” law-making, and without much 
Justification for such an allocation of responsibility. 

If there Is to be a law giving British Columbians 
some assuraiKe that they, or their families, will not 
suffer unduly in a financial way through Injury if they 
step in to attwnpt to halt a crime, or go to the aid 
of police, they ought to be sure of its equal protection 
wherever titey may be in the province. Violence does 
not occur oiUy in municipalities. 

But It Is typical of the provincial government— 
and not British Cerfumbia’s alone—that it finds this 
to be a local responsibility.

McNamara added a warning against being “too na¬ 
tionalistic.” The technologica)>gap he thought was in 
reality a managerial gap, and “America has not only 
a mere advanced technology, but more effective man¬ 
agement.” 

God, “clearly democratic.” distributed brain 
poi^er universally, “but He quite Justifiably expects 
us to do something efficient and constructive with that 
priceless gtfL That is what management is all about” 
Having thus established the Almighty in an ac^ 
ceptable politic niche and otherwise clearing the 
de^, Mr. McNamara delivered this broadside:

Often Restricted 


The official added llw Indian's 
social life is often restricted fori 
sexeral reasons. 

He lacks money, proper cloth-i 
Ing. friends and places to go, 
Mr. Buller maintained. 

The Indian has difficulty 
ad lusting to his new environ-, 
ment because he must accept' 
standards Vf punctuality and 
frugality which are alien to his 
cultural tradition. 

'"The majority of Indians in 
rourt are charged with 
drunkeness. vagrancy, prostitu¬ 
tion and disturbing the peace," 1 
he said. 

Mr. Buller reminds Canadians 
nf some basic factors in Indian 
culture; 

"They live In the present and 
•re not MTtire-oriented; they' 


have a strong belief In the 
principle of sharing and hold 
that a man's stature ia based on 
his ability to share; and they 
believe that the essence of life 
is being, not becoming. 

"Indians have never found It 
necessary to change this view 
on life. When hunting and 
trapping became sparse, there, 
was always relief and the 
Indian agent." 

Mr. Buller sketches a brief 
portrait of Indians in Canada ^ 
today. I 

In 1965-66. the registered, 
Indian population in Canada was, 
220.000, an increase in 15 years: 
of almost 52 per cent. , 

This makes them the fastest-: 
growing ethnic group in the 
country.

Sixty per cent of Indians are! 
under 21 yean of age; 150,000 
Indiana live m reserves. 

The Indians speak 10 major 
languages and about SOdivisions^ 
of those languages.
